DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-6 in the reply filed on 12/23/09 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 7-14 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected apparatus, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Pettit 
(US 2004/0047777 A1). 

7. Regarding claims 1 and 2, Pettit discloses a method of feeding a first gas flow of 
hydrocarbon fuel into inlet 40 in a parallel, coaxial direction to the longitudinal axis C of 
the reactor 10 and a second gas flow of air (comprising oxygen) into inlet 36; mixing the 
two gas flows in mixing portion common volume 22 which contains ignition source 32 for 
combustion (oxidation) of the fuel with the air (paragraph 28); and giving the gas flow of 
fuel a rotating swirling motion about the feed direction C with swirler 46 (paragraph 45) 
and giving the gas flow of fuel a rotating swirling motion about the feed direction C with 
swirler 38 (paragraph 27). 

8. Regarding claims 3 and 4, Pettit discloses that the fuel gas flow and air gas flow 
are kept separate for an initial portion of predetermined length of said reactor (see figure 
2), the air gas flow is coaxially within the air gas flow (see figure 2), the mixing portion 
22 is located downstream of this portion (see figure 2), and both the air and fuel are 
given the swirling motions (paragraphs 34 and 45). 

9. Regarding claims 5 and 6, Pettit discloses that the air and fuel gas flows are 
given counter-current swirling motions (paragraph 51).
